COMMANDER DAMBART, R. N. 


DISTINGUISHED OFFICER'S CAREER. 


The following obituary notice of the death 
of Commander Lambart announced in our 
issue of the 2nd inst. has appeared in the 
“Times” :— 

Commander Ford Edward Willes Lambart, 
Royal Navy died at Bedford on the 2ist inst. 
He was the eldest son of the late Commander 
the Hon. O. W. Lambart, R. N., sixth son of 
the seventh Earl of Cavan, who died in 1963 
and his mother was the second daughter of 
Captain George W. Willes, R. N. He was born 
in ‘April, 1849, and, joined the Navy in March, 
1862, becoming a sub-lientenant in Jane, 1869, 
and receiving his commission as a’ lieutenant 
in September, 1853. In this rank he served in 
the Amethyst i in the Pacific at the time that 
ves-el took part, with the Shah, in an engage- 
ment with the Peruvian rebel tarret ship 
Houascar, off Ylo,/ May 29, 1877. He was a 
lientenant of the Penelopa during th Egyptian 
war of 1$82, and in that vessel was preeent at 
the bombardment of Alexandria on Jaly 11 ; 
was af'erwards landed with the Naval Brigade 
at Ismailia, and commanded the armourel 
train att Kassassin, when Lieutenant (now 
Captain) Kennely-Purvis was wounded on 
September 9. "Subsequently he was present 
wth the armoured train and the Penelope's 
gang at the battle of Tel-el Kabir. For these 
services he received the Egyptian m2dal with 
two clasps-and the Khedive’s bronze star. 
For later services in the Humber at Suakin he 
‘received a third clasp. After serving for some 
time in the Corstguard he retired, with the 
rank of commander, in April, 1904, and in 
October; 1900, was awarded a G-eanwich

Lambart married, in 1891. Geraldine Elizabeth,

It is only the unimaginative who say that the 


Age of Romance ha. gone by for ever. Marvels 
are being accomplished in these falsely-styled 
prosaic days, which equal anti surpass the most 
astonishing achievements of bygone ages. For 
example, we record to-day the opening by Lord 
Cromer ofthe new railway from the Red Sea 


to Berber, which deserves a place among the: 


modern wonders/of the world: Not, of conrse, 
because of the edgineering difficulties, met and 
overcome, that make some railways -famoas. 
The laying of a line across threa hundred miles 
of sand does not excite the wonder. that is 
aroused by the piercing of the Simplon*Tunnel, 
by the spanning of the Victoria Falls, by the 


‘|ascent of a Swiss mountain, or by - colossal 


achievements like the Trans-Siberian ’ Railway, 


which flows eastward for thousands of miles in | T 


unbroken sequence. There have, of course, been 
special difficulties in the Sadan, diffisulties of 
transport, of paucity of labour, of overpowering 
heat, of sudden washonts sweeping away ih a 
few hours the work of weeks. For surmounting 
these in a short fourteen months Lientenant- 
Colonel Macauley is justly entitled to the glow. 
ing praise which* Lord Cromer lavished upon 
him on Saturday, and, like all elae in Egypt and 


the Sudan, the thing has been done not only’ 


efficiently, but cheaply, It has cost less than a 
million.and a half pounds Egyptian, for money 
is not. wasted in the Nile Valley, where the 
Administration cuts its_coat according to its 
cloth, or refuses permission to cut at all.

Ezyptian Governments washed their hands of 
the Sudan and left it to the devastating tyran- 
ny of the Mahdi and the Khalifa, he-wonld have 
been laughed to.scorn who ventured to prophesy 
that within‘less than a generation the trains 
would be running from the Rad Sea’ to the 
Atbara. Yet the line is finished, the- ‘local 
sheikhs applaud its completion, and a ‘new 
chapter begins in the crime-stained history of

REDEMPTIVE FORCES 
IN EGYPT. 


>

JOHNSON, D.D. 


‘'be first great work of redemption recorded 
in Scripture tcok place in this remarkable 
valley of the Nile 3,500 years ago. Then 
Jehovah called the chosen people ont of Egypt 


in order that they might develop a religion of 


apirittal realities in-an atmosphere of relative 
freedom from pagan domination. The story 
ie familiar to every. stadent of Scripture, fall 
of the pathos of Israel’s unbeliet and disobs- 
diexce. Now, after nineteen. Christian centn- 
ries, the followers of Christ are striving to 
give the knowledge of the true God as it is 
revealed in Jesus Christ to: the'people of this 
land. 

In a former letter reference was made-to 
the denominational adjustment according to 
which the United Presbyterians were given 
the land of Egypt as their field among the 
‘countries about the Mediterranean. They have 
a record of most faithful, wise and efficient 
service upon which God’s blessing has mani: 
festly rested. Not only have they spread 
their activities over the Delta, but alao into 
' Upper Egypt and on into the Sudan. . Their 
great mission house in Cairo bespeaks large 
interests in Egypt, as well as permanency of 
occupation. Their fine collége at Assiout, with 
more than 500 young men and boys in at- 
\ tendance, reminds the visitor of Robert College 
in Constantinople and the Syrian Protestant 
College in Beyront. Here also, as in-Turkey, 
Byvia and Palestine,-the Christian schools are 
on ‘every hand and are crowded to their 
ntmost eapacity. 

It was with great pleasure that wd accepted 
an invitation to give some ‘time to Egypt, as 
it was directly in the way of our journey to 
India, Some two weeks have given ua the 
opportonity of seeing the work and meeting 
the workers, We landed.at Alexandria, where 
Ray. William L. McLenshan is the leader of 
the groop labouring in that thriving, modern 
city. There were meetings for the workers 
and a service for the native congregation. It 
was an agreeable surprise to find a handsome 
stone charch occupied by these native con- 
gregations. The building was erected for them 
by the First United Presbyterian Charch of 
Allegheny, and its splendid appearance adds 
very materially to the general impression 
throughout the city regarding the importance 
of the Christian enterprise. 


Cairo is a great city. In every part. of. 


Egypt tha marvellous progress made since the 
British occupation is constantly in evidence 
’ slong commercial and political lines, and this 
is distinctively troe in Cairo, It is unfortunate 
. that the same thing cannot be said regarding 
religions conditions. In the one’ respect of 
religigus liberty thore. is improvement, bat in 
general the British Government favours the 
Mohaniedans, and not the Christians, in all 
its rules concerning’ thosé features of the 
public welfare. which involve religious pre- 
ferences. For instance, English teachers are 
brooght here for the Government schools, 
but the Mohamedan Sabbath is observed ; 
‘that is Friday, and the schools are all 
‘continned on Sunday, the teachers being un- 
able “to observe the Christian Sabbath. The 
Mohemedans laugh at. this, and say the 
British are afraid to interfere with their re- 
ligious affairs.‘ The Christians do not ask 
that Mohamedans be debarred from their 
tallest likerty on Friday, but feel keenly their 
hardship in not having equal liberty on the 
Sabbath. The result is that these young 
taachers have no Sabbath, and many are 
drifting away from -their anchorage in the 
Christian faith? : 
Afiere ‘are three veterans at Cairo: Drs. 
Watson, Ewing and Harvey, all lsbouring here 
for more than forty yeare. With them Dr. 
March, and several noble women, record three 
decades. of faithfal service. The schools are 
crowded, and the preaching services are main- 
‘tsined at six different centrés. Meetings of 
various kinds are held here, the services for 
the psople being crowded, though the large au- 
-ditoriam in ths Mission Building accommodates 
nearly a thousand people. A most interesting 
meeting held regularly each week in Cairo is 
for Mohamedans, and is led by a converted 
Mohamedan, who ia one of the finest Arabic 
scholers in tha city. Evidences. maltiply to 
strengthen faith in God’s blessing opon the 
efforts to reach the Moslem people. 
) A four days’ conference for ‘all the workers 
\ in Egypt was arranged for November 7-10, at 
Assiout, the seat cf the College, so well ad- 
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work, and are trained to meet a demand for th’, 


commodity by tourists who crowd Luxor'daring 
the season. 2 


Mention of the tourist season: récalla the aad 
fact that many nominal Christians come tc 


Egypt.and conduct themselves in such a way | 


as to hurt the cause of Christ. An aggravated 
Instance is the example of the Episcopal clergy- 
man at Luxor, who is there forthe season at a 
leading hotel. Having read the service Sabbath 
mornings, hé.is the organizer of the afternoon 
excarsions‘on that day and the leader of the 
dances and various entertainments arranged 
during the week. Is it strange that many. 
Mohamedans are very slow to believe that 
Christians are traly religious ! - 

Progress is being steadily . noted all along 
the line, however, in spite of an empty nomi- 
nal Christianity. The Church, of Eugland has 
sent many faithful representatives to this and 
other countries about the Mediterranean Se. 
A new day has dawned apon Egypt, and its 
bleased light is that, which shines from the 
cross Of Christ. Africa is stretching forth her 
hands unto God. The God of nations suddenly 
opened the way, and he will continue ta lead 
his people as they strive to. be’ faithfal - wit- 
nesses for the world’s only Saviour. There is an 
increasing expectation from Goi for Egypt in 
the prayers of believers, and it: will not belong 
before the Pentecostal.blessings will come.
